This is a most remarkable case of 
salvation of the soul and body at the 
same time, the details of which we 
give just as told by the Associated 
Press representative at Salem, Ky. 

A story of prayer meetings rather 
than one of human suffering was 
brought ov.t of the Hudson Zinc and 
Spar mine to-day by five miners im- 
prisoned in its .depths for 163 hours. 

It was a cheerful tale. It recounted 
how, during the long hours without 
food and with but little water, the 
men became convinced in the simple 
fashion of the western Kentucky folk 
that their souls were saved.

THR diversity of the tlainis upon the 
time and sympalliics of a Men's 
Social OlTieer are amply illu.-itrated by 
the following items fullcii from a let- 
ter written to Lt.-Coloiicl Dickerson 
by Cap'ain Philp, the Oflieer in charge 
of the Men's Social Work in Sa.^ka- 
toon. The happening.s are all of re- 
cent date. 

A family of six were recently burnt 
cut of their home, and left with no 
roof to cover them. The Army pro- 
vided .shelter for them and gave tliem 
sufTicient groceries to tide them over 
until they were able to niukc sati.s- 
factory arrangements for themselve.s. 

On another occasion an old man of 
nearly eighty years was turned out 
of home, and forsiikeii by his .sons 
who were well able to provide for him. 
He wa.s taken into the Institution, and 
cared for during .several weeks; in 
fart, until he became sick and re- 
quired medical cnro, when he wa.s 
removed to the hospital, where lie 
died soon after. 

Another old man, aged seventy-four, 
on being di.^charged from the Ho.'^iii- 
tal, was brought to the Institution h;.' 
the doctor attending him; he was 
taken in, and later escorted .some ,li.- 
tance into the countiy, where relatives 
are now taking caie of him. 

A man over forty years of ago, im- 
rnigratptl from Kngland this .spring, 
and worked on two or throe farms, 
Uu v.a;- di;i-!:arp:e;! from end' "">v 
however, as being incompetent. He 
came into the city, and, unable to find 
work, r.'iii lip a large hoard-hill. His 
landliiily appealed to the Captain to 
.see what could be done. The man was 
taken into the Institution, work was 

found for hi and !ic i., now prtivid- 

Ing for himself. 



A second immigrant, who came out 
from Ireland this summer with a wife 
and a ye,-ir-old baby, was working on 
a farm until the wife was taken sick. 
Then the fanner told them that their 
services were no longer required. They 
came into the city and appealed to 
Captain Philp for help and advice. 
Knnm.s were .secured for them, and the 
man put in the way of getting work. 
They are now getting on well. 

On one occasion the telephone rang 
at 2 o'clock in the morning. A man 
at the other end told the Captain that 
he had been called out of lied hy the 
woman next door, who wanted to be 
taken to the Sah'ation Army. Mrs, 
Philp and the Captain dressed hur- 
riedly, and went to the home, whei-e 
they found the woman in desperate 
need of medical attention. Arrange- 
ments were made for a doctor, an am- 
bulance secured, and the woman was 
rushed oil to the Hospital, where her 
baby was born soon after. 

A woman from a country town came 
into the city to find a homo for the 
baby of her unfortunate daughter. Af- 
ter making several unsuccessful at- 
(em])tj; .she came to the Army. The 
Officers were able to find a good home 
lor the baby, where it is being well 
cared for, at the mother's e.vpense. 

The Police Court Work in Saska- 
toon i.s receiving commendation from 
tUn ■.iiHiontios. 1?npr.nHy Hio Magis- 
trate called Captain Philp to the 
Hciicli, and applaudetl the work of the 
Army, and .stated that they were tho 
only people he knew of who were 
reaching all kinds of humanity.
